West Plains, Mo., April 
(United News.)—The bodies of 3Y 
persons lay in morgues here tonight 
—vyictims of a “Friday the 13th" 
dance. A tabulation made late -oday 
showed that all but ten of the dead 
had been identified. 

Corpses in morgues tonight repre- 
sented the major part of a group of 
merrymakers from over this entire 
district who had gathered to celebrate 
Friday the 13th with a dance, 

As the orchestra. started “Home, 
Sweet Home,” the last dance of the 
evening, an explosion wrecked the 
hall, started a city block afire and 
deluged the dancers with burning 
gasoline and oil. 

All night the workers fonght the 


flames, 

The toll mounted steadily today as 
the embers cooled sufficiently for 
firemen to enter the ruins. Groups 
of friends and relatives of the vic- 
tims gathered weeping outside as the 
bodies were brought forth. The bod- 
ies were taken to morgues for iden- 


tification. Some were burned beyond 
recognition. 

So far as is known, none of the 
dancers escaped uninjured. Many 
received treatment for burns and 
other injuries and some were believed 
in a dangerous condition, 

An investigation into the explosion 
was started today. The owner of the 
garage was killed and it could not 
be learned what caused the blast. 

Miss Dimples Martin, home from 
college at Memphis for a \.sit, was 
at the piano and struck up the last 
number on the evening’s program, 
“Home, Sweet Home.” A terrifle ex- 
plosion came from the garage beneath 
the dancers’ feet and the hall was 
converted into a twisted mass of 
wreckage, 

Bodies flew through the air. There 
were heartbreaking screams and cries 
of agony. | 

The injured struggled and crawled 
through the darkness as best they 
could. Many were too injured to call 
and died in the fire. Some were kill- 
ed outright by the flying debris or 
burned to death. 

Quickly organized «rescue crews 
pulled many from the wreckage and 
carried them to hospitals. 

Property damage caused by the ex- 
plosion amounted to approximately 
$250,000. There were several small 
stores and shops in the vicinity of 
the garage and dance hall and these 
were either blasted to bits or burned 
by the fire which followed the blast. 

The garage was owned by J. N. 
Weiser, himself a victim of the blast. 

Weiser had gone to the garage to 
sell gasoline to a motorist. Accord- 
ing to reports he opened the door of 
his garage and immediately the ex- 
plosion took place.

- The defense case, expected to last 
as Justice Jennings Bailey rules on 
admissibility of the government’s re- 
maining testimony.

K. Robison, United States navy re- 
tired; H, Foster Bain, former bureau 
of mines chief; A. W. Ambrose, for- 
mer interior department petroleum 
technologist, and Carroll W. Wege- 
mann, former interior department pe- 
troleum expert, who is credited with 
“discovering” the rich possibilities of 
Teapot Dome. 

These men were all intimately con- 
nected with the lease negotiations. 
They are expected to testify that they 
advised making the lease, that the 
lease terms were exceptionally favor- 
able to .he United States and that 
the reserve was reliably reported in 
considerable danger of being drained 
by adjoining wells. P 

E. C. Finney, assistant ‘secretary 
of interior, who testified for the gov- 
ernment that Fall excluded him from 
the Teapot Dome lease negotiations, 
although he handled all other oil af- 
fairs for the department, has been 
called as a defense witness. He is ex- 
pected to testify that the law did not 
require competitive bidding, and that 
his work on the Elk Hills lease kept 
him busy to the exclusion of Teapot 
Dome.

Closing Session Also Seek 
Commission To Work Out 
Teachers’ Salary Scale. 


Adoption of resolutions 
mending that the appropriation for 
public schools-be increased by at least 
$1,000,000 for 1930-1931, that a com- 
mission work out a plan for a gradu- 
ated salary schedule for teachers based 
on training and experience, and that 
a state supervisor of health and physi- 
cal education be appointed to serve 


with the department of education, fea- 
tured the closing session Saturday of 
the Georgia Education association’s 
sixty-third annual convention at the 
auditorium. 

The commission which will work 
out the graduated salary plan will 
be appointed within the near future 
by Dean H. B. Ritchie, newly-elect- 
ed president of the association. The 
body will consist of a representative 
from one of the state teacher train- 
ing institutions, a city school super- 
intendent, a county superintendent, a 
teacher, a represetative from the de- 
partment of education and a business 
man, and will report at the next an- 
nual convention. 

Election of Superintendents, 

Other resolutions adopted by the 
association urge that county superin- 
tendents be elected by the county 
boards of education and the state 
superintendent by the state board of 
education, a statewide survey of edu- 
cational work in Georgih made, 
the qualifications for county superin- 
tendent be raised after January 1, 
1929, so all applicants must have 
completed at least two years’ work 
in a standard college or training 
school and must have had two years 
of active school work, and that a 
building fund of $100,000 be con- 
tributed annually by the state to 
assist the weaker districts unable to 
bond themselves sufficiently for build- 
ing schoolhouses. The association 
was urged to take a more active part 
in the movement to increase the use 
and diversify the uses of cotton, in 
another resolution.

Among others mentioned for the 
place are Frank Hooper, Fulton coun- 
ty representative in the legislature, 
and J. O. Wood, former representa- 
tive in the legislature from thie 
county. A. C. Minhinnette, who has 
been connected with the solicitor’s of- 
fice of the city criminal court for the 
past eight years, also is being, urged 
for the place. Mr. Minhinnette’s 
friends presented his name, with a pe- 
tition bearing the names of 1,500 At- 
lantans. Under the law, the governor 
appoints the nominee of the superior 
court judges. 

In the ease of Mr. Hooper the

Washingtdn, April 14.—(4)—Appli- 
cations of the Piedmont & Northern 
railway for permission. to extend its 
lines of railroad from Spartanburg. 
S. C.. to Gastonia, N. C.,-and from 
Charlotte to Winston-Salem, N. C.., 
were denied today ty the interstate 
commerce commission. 

The Piedmont & Northern ‘con- 
struction proposals, 
held, would result in the paralleling 
of existing . railreads, chiefly the 
Southern, and would not be necessary 
to the agricultural and commercia! 
and business interests of the territory 
proposed to traverse. 

“The construction of the applicant's 
railroad and its proposed and project- 
ed extension presents a rather extraor- 
dinary case of paralleling an exist; 
ing line,” the commission declared. 
“The presumption against such paral- 
leling as is now proposed cannot. be 
overcome by such evidence as is hege 
presented. The investment proposéd 
would not be justified by the net ad- 
dition to the railway revenues of the 
country. 

“The competitive natnre of the ep- 
terprise is aggravated by the associa- 
tion of the applicants: with large in- 
terests which have the power to con- 
trol or influence much traffic on other 
groumls than transportation service, 

“There would be some advantage 
both to the applicants and to the 
communities served in © joining the 
Piedmont & Northern to. existing 
lines. Only a small part of the traftic 
handled on either is or would be destin- 
ed to points on the other. They are 
being operated successfully and the 
evidence presented does not justify 
further paralleling the Southern close 
lv for a distance of 53 miles. Upon 
the facts presented we find that the 
nresent and future public convenience 
end neeessity is not shown to require 
the construction by the applicants of 
the line of railroad described.” 

Commissioners Esch and McMana- 
my and Brainerd dissented from the 
majority and yoted to grant the ap- 
plication.

These organizations should be com- 
mended for their progressiveness in 
helping to stimulate interest in itn- 
provement of the quality and methods 
of production of Georgia's cotton. The 
cotton contest which has been con- 
ducted by the Georgia State College of 
Agriculture for the last two years has 
attracted a great deal of favorable 
attention. The indications at the pres- 
‘ ent time point to a much larger en- 

rollment than in -previous years. 

The object of the cotton contest is 
to stimulate interest in large yields 
_ per acre on small acreages and to 
| stimulate interest in growing cotton 
' which will meet the requirements of 
the Georgia mills. The Georgia mills 
consumed ‘slightly more cottdn last 
year than was grown in the state, but 
| they sent outside the state for more 
than half the cotton they consumed. 
We are furnishing a market for west- 
ern cotton at the expense of our own 
market. We have varieties of cotton 
which will produce profitable yields 
of ¢otton and which will meet mill 
requirements and which if grown 
would add thousands of dollars to 
our cotton income that is now going 
to pay freight. 

Bankers ‘and business men in va- 
rious counties are cooperating with 
the college in putting on the cotton 
contest. Approximately $10,000 will be 
awarded in county prizes in addition 
to state prizes, County agents are 
busy enrolling farmers in the contest. 
Farmers who have not yet enrolled 
are urged to see their county agent as 
soon as possible and obtain complete 
information about -the contest. Pre- 
fessor EF. C. W estbrook, cotton spe- 
cialist, Athens, Ga., is state manager 
of the contest, 


Rules for Contest. 


The 1928 rules are as fallows: 
1; The contest shall be open to any 
| fatmer in Georgia who shall be a member 
| of a county cotton club under the diree- 
' tion of the county agent. Those who com- 
| plete the county contest shall be eligible 
to compete for the atate ey 

2. The first prize will he $1,000: second 
| prize, $400; third prize, $250; fourth prize,

| $50 each. 

3. Winner of first prize in the general 
contest in 192 27 shall not be eligible to com- 
pete for the first two prizes in the contest 
bw two years have elapsed. 

. Five acres shall’ be cultivated in cot- 
ton; all of the five acres to be in one field. 

5. The five acres shall be measured by a 
local committee under the direction of the 
county agent. 

6 The committee shall make a sworn 
statement as to the measnrement of land. 

7. Contestant’ may use any kind of ferti” 
lizer he chooses and in any amount. 

8. Euroliment for this contest shall close 
July 1, 1928. 

9. Contestant must keep an accurate rec- 
ord on his five-acre eotton crop in a book 
furnished him for the purpose. At the end 
of the season this record, after haring 
heen sworn to, shall be delivered to the 
county agent. After the county contests 
are held, the record Wooks are to he delivered 
to the cotton specialist of the Georgia 
State College of Agriculture to be judged 
for the state contest. 

10. Where it is expected that the ystel 
will be large enough to be eligible fo 
prizes, the yield shall be estimated by 
means of a boll count. If the reported 
yield and the estimated yield vary to the 
exteut that they cannot be reconciled, 
the estate manager of the contest shall 
have the right to bar said contestant from 
participating in the state awards. The 
county agent shall use a system for esti- 
mating the yield suggested by the state 
manager and report the results to him. 

11. Each contestant, after his cotton is 
ginned, must submit commercial samples 
of his cotton properly drawn from both 
sides of each bale, accompanied by a tag 
containing his name and address, to the 
cornty agent. These samples are to be 
delivered to the cotton specialist of the 
Georgia State College of Agriculture to be 
tested for quality and length of staple. The 
quality of cotton and length of ees 
will be determined -by a commercial cotton 
classer.

was found the knob of the garage 
door was clutched in one hand. 

The blast came just as a happy 
crowd was leaving a picture show, 
shortly before midnight. Manv were 
bent on visiting the dance hall before 
resuming their homeward journey. 

Quickly recovering from the first 
shock of the explosion, the theater 
crowds organized into crews and set 
to work looking for bodies of the 
dead and injured. 

The force of the explosion cared 
in the walls of the garage. Dancers 
on the second floor of the building 
were blown off their feet. * Intense 
heat of the fire and the fact that all 
electric lights in the towh were put 
out —_ commission hampered rescue 
Work. 

As news of the tragedy spread, res- 
idents of nearby towns hurried to the 
scene and offered their services. 
Seores of citizens were deputized to 
keep order.

Attention has been called to the 
facet that the Deans versus Deans will 
case was, by consent of counsel, di- 
vided into two issues, from the begin- 
ning of the litigation in eo court of 
ordinary, more'‘than three years ago. 
The first issue involved the legal 
heirship of Frank Deans, which was 
vigorously contested by the executor 
and beneficiaries under an alleged 
wil, left by his father, 
Deans, in which young Deans was not 
mentioned, The . second issue now 
pending in supreme court has to do 
solely with the validity of this will. 
These divided issues appear to have 
confused in the newspapers and 
with the public, the legal status of 
Frank Deans.

JUNIOR HIGIL SCHOOLS. 

The study of science in the Atlanta 
Junior High schools aims to give the 
understanding ol 
the world in which he lives, It ac- 
complishes this aim by putting him on 
contact with things and phenomens 
by extending his concrete experiences. 

he understanding desired jg not 
is such that it satis- 
fies the desire to know in a general 
way what the more common objects 
aml phenomena are, what fhey are for. 
how they are produced, and how they 
work. This understanding is not a 
productive understanding but a par- 
ticipating one—it. enables one to fol- 
low the science progress of the times. 

The study of science aims to de- 
velop an appreciation of nature; @ 
reverence for it, and to cultivate a 
sympathetic altitude toward ~ living 
things. 

Science is not alone a cold, eal- 
culating. cerebration ; it filters through 
heart, One cannot ponder over 
the things and phenomena of nature 
fail to wonder and admire; one 
cannot observe the sequences of cause 
and effect and fail to appreciate and 
fespect the sanity of nature. Law 
abides in this world, for a given set 
of conditions always yield the same 
results. Whatever happens should 
litppen, even if it is an explosion, 
because the conditions (the causes) 
necessitating that event were main- 
tained. ‘There is only thing sadder 
than the war, and that is that war 
should not take place when the causes 
leading up to it are operating. When 
that moment arrives, law and order 
cease, sanity is gone and the intelli- 
gence which rules this universe } 
erased. Cause must have its re- 
sults In an ordered world. W hat 
a pupil learns from an experiment 
lasting 45 or 50 minutes is what he

(b) An interest in determining the 
cause of that thing or situation under 
observation, so that the pupil then 
proceeds to: 

(ec) Suggest a possible solution— 
advance a theory, then: 

(d) Develop by reasoning the bear- 
ing of the suggestion and then: 

(e) Test it out by further obser- 
vation and experiment leading finally 
to its acceptance or rejection. He will 
then have the essence of the scientific 
method—the method which is respon- 
sible for so much of the world’s 
progress,

HOOVER FINDS 
MANY OPPONENTS 


Smith Gets 246 Delegates 
But Bases Hope on Re- 
sult of Fight for Califor- 
nia Vote. 


Washington, April 14.—(#)—As 
presidential politics rounds the turn 
of mid-April, Smith and Hoover re- 
main the main names around which 
the preponderant delegate strength of 
the major parties, so far as revealed 
in definite pledges, is rallying. 

But there is this difference between 
them: Secretary Hoover faces a solid 
anti-Hoover field of competitors, in- 
eluding a runner-up, Governor .Low- 
den, already backed by a formidable 
number of delegates, and at least one 
dark horse, jn the person of Vice =“res- 
ident Dawes, whose friends confidently 
predict that he eventually will be 
the beneficiary of the whole anti- 
Hoover movement. Governor Smith 
has opposed to him no single candi- 
date whose delegate strength to date 
comes within a_ stone’s throw of 
Smith’s own, nor have the consider- 
able number of party leaders who 
stand against him shown any evidence 
of solidarity either as to candidacies 
or issues, 

All along the line the republicans 
are being asked to align themselves 
for Hoover or against him. On the 


other hand the followers of Smith 


and those of Senator Reed actually 


combined in Oklahoma to control the 

state convention against any possible 

third candidate, and there have been 

suggestions that something of the 

same kind has happened in Iowa. 
How Votes Will Go. 

There is this further difference: 
Hoover needs but a majority of the 
republican convention to nominate}; 
him, while Smith needs two-thirds of 
the democratic delegates. Both are 
far away from their goals in dele- 
gates actually chosen thus far, and 
although the supporters of both de- 
clare the votes are in sight, these 
claims are very stoutly disputed by 
the leaders who are trying to set the 
stop sign against these two candi- 
dacies. 

As matters stand today, Hoover has 
instructed or definitely claimed for 
him around 200 of the 545 delegate 
votes needed to nominate at Kansas 
City, while Lowden has about 150. 
Smith’s instructed and claimed dele- 
gates now number 264, compared to 
733 1-2 necessary for a nomination 
at Houston, His nearest competitor, 
Reed, of Missouri, has only 36. During 
the past week Smith increased his lead 
over other democratic candidates. 
Lowden, by annexing a big block of 
delegates from his home state of IIli- 
nois, narrowed the margin of selected 
delegate strength standing between 
him and Hoover. 

Much attention is being given by 
political observers to the Smith vic- 
tory in local conventions: Iowa, which 
the anti-Smith forces, led by. EB. T. 
Meredith, ascribe to “political trick- 
ery,” and to the Smith-Reed domi- 
nance of the democratic state conven- 
tion in Oklahoma. At Madison Square 
Garden four years ago these two dry 
states were for McAdoo, as were 
Washingtom state, which instructed 
yesterday for Smith, and other west- 
ern states now contained in the Smith 
column. 

Furthermore, Oklahoma has count- 
ed herself usually as a part of the 
democratic solid south, now the back- 
bone of the anti-Smith sentiment. It 
is into this politically: hostile terri- 
tory that Governor Smith has gone 
for a vacation and some golf at 
Asheville, N. C.. only to find as soon 
as he stepped from the train yester- 
day that polftical speculation and po- 
litical rumors are sure to surround 
him as long as he remains on south- 
ern svil. 

California’ Battleground. 

The fight on Smith in the south 
is based on various issues, including 
his attitude toward prohibition and 
his alliance with Tammany. His fol- 
lowers in that territory, however. are 
attempting to break down hostility. 
Already the Smith contingent claims 
Touisiana’s 20 votes at Houston; at 
least half of the 18 from Arkansas 


and, after perhaps a ballot or two 


for Reed, Oklahoma's 20. 

A number of the southern states 
have not selected their democratic 
delegates. but George, of Georgia, is 
assured 28 votes from his home state: 
Hull, of Tennessee, will get the 24 
votes from that state, and Senator 
Harrison, of Mississippi, already in- 
dorsed by his state’s legislature, was 
indorsed today by the Mississippi 
state executive committee. This pro- 
vides a nucleus of “favorite son” can- 
didates which foes of Smith hope will 
prove a stumbling block to him in the 
event northern and western states 
furnish the additional votes needed. 

While they renslize the importance 
of the south, the Smith managers and 
their opponents are most concerned 
for the moment with California. There 
in the May 1 primaries the Walsh- 
Reed-Smith contest for delegates will 
reach a showdown. MeAdoo has 
thrown his full strength in his home 
state behind the Montana senator. 
while Senator Reed is the only one

HEAVY LIFE TOLL 
TAKEN BY QUAKE 
INBALKAN TOWNS 


Scores Killed; Injured 
Numberless; Many Vil- 


Temblors. 


Sofia, Bulgaria, April 14.—())— 
Bulgaria, southern Rumania and the 
eastern section of Jugo-Slavia were 
shaken today by a heavy earthquake. 

The disturbance centered in south- 
ern Bulgaria between the Black Sea 
and the city of Phillippopolis with the 
town of Tcnirpan .as chief sufferer. 
Thirty persons were killed and hun- 
dreds injured in Tchirpan; seven were 
killed at Borrissovgrad and two at 
Zagora. A late report from Plovdiv 
said that four were killed there and 
dozens injured by. the collapse of 
houses and mosques. 

Only a portion of the affected terri- 
tory had been heard from and there 
was great apprehension of a_ wide- 
spread catastrophe. 

Property Loss Huge. 

Property damage was enormous. At 
Tehirpan all public buildings were 
either badly damaged or destroyed. 
The railway station there is in ruins. 
Houses and mosques crashed in numer- 
ous villages and there was particular 
damage at the village of Iavor which 
is in the region between Tchirpan and 
Borrissovgrad. 

Hot mineral springs, which abound 
in the affected region, increased their 
flow with heightened temperature after 
the quake. 

Phillippépolis, a busy commercial 
center of 85,000 inhabitants, report- 
ed that two persons were killed there 
when a mosque was wrecked. The 
city, which was the ancient capital 
of Thrace, was almost entirely destroy- 
ed by an earthquake in 1818, 

Quake Is Severe. 

Today’s shock was the heaviest felt 
in this region in nearly half a century. 

While the shock was felt throughout 
the country, it was-iIn the southeast 
that the fatalities and greatest damage 
were recorded, _ ¢ 

Premier Liaptcheff is leaving Sofia 
for the devastated regions. In the 
neighborhood of Chirpu the quakes 
were reported continuing. 


TEN LOSE LIVES 
IN PERUVIAN QUAKE. 

Lima, Peru, April 14.—(#)—Ad- 
vices received from the department of 
Arequipa in southern Peru say that 
10 persons have lost their lves in a 
series of earthquakes which have been 
shaking the region for some days. 

The earth tremors began April 9 
and continued spasmodically until yes- 
terday, but news of the disturbances 
was not received until today when E! 
Commercio received a _ special dis- 
patch from Macusani, a town in the 
province of Carabaya. 


GRADY FIGHT GOES 
TO TRIAL BY JU 


Court Sets Hospital Case 
for Special Hearing 
April 30; Respondents 


The battle between executive com- 
mittees for control of Grady hospital 
will go to a Fulton superior court 
jury April 30, according to an order 
signed Saturday by Judge Virlyn B. 
Moore setting the case for special trial. 
_ While respondents have filed no for- 
mal answer to the quo warranto peti- 
tion brought by the 1927 committee, 


counsel for both sides agreed Saturday 
that a question of contradictory facts 
would be raised, and the dispute was 
accordingly transferred for jury trial 
from the motion docket. 

In the original plea, brought by 
Dr. Marion ‘. Benson, chairman of 
the 1927 committee, and members, 
against the 1928 group, headed by Dr. 
Joseph Hines, it was contended that 
hospital service was demoralized by 
the change in administration. 

Plaintiffs cited city ordinances un- 
der which they asked the right to con- 
tinue the five-and-a-half year term 
to which they were elected last Decem- 
ber by the 1927 hospitals and chari- 
ties committee of city council. 

Respondents’ answer, according to 
attorneys, will be a general denial of 
all charges contained in the first peti- 
tion. 

Legal action in™the controversy cli- 
maxed several weeks of contention 
which followed the action of the 1928 
hospitals and charities committee in 
naming a new executive group for 
Grady last March. 

In assigning the case for a special 
hearing, Judge Moore ordered all is- 
sues involved in the case to be brought 
before the jury at that time. Judges 
G. H. Howard and E. D. Thomas are 
hearing the civil jury division of su- 


perior court this term. 
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GOLDEN RULE WILL 


TAKEN 10 COURT 


Employees of Steel Busi- 
ness Left by John J. Ea- 
gan Say Will Is Being 
Improperly Executed. 


Birmingham, Ala., April 14.—()— 
Coiimunity ownership,. as. embodied 
in the plan of the late John J. Eagan, 
of Atlanta, who bequeathed all of the 
common stock of the American Cast 
Iron Pipe company here to employees, 
was taken to court today. 

A bill of complaint filed in chan- 
eery court by a group of employee- 
owners of the steel company alleges 
Eagan’s will is being improperly exe- 
cuted and asks the court to interpret 
the document and, if necessary, ad- 
just the industrial relationship at the 
mill. 

The bill of complaint said Mr. 
Eagan, a widely-known southern 
philanthropist, established the “Kagan 
plan” of common ownership in 1923. 
This provided that four men be ap- 
pointed annually by the board of di- 
rectors of the American Cast Iron 
Pipe company to compose a “board 
of management,” and’ that this board 
should engage in active cooperation 
with “the board of operatives,” com- 
posed of ten men elected annually by 
the employees, 

It is further «alleged in the bill of 
complaint that Eagan also provided 
funds for the treatment of sick and 
disabled workmen and established ‘an 
annual bonus for all employees. 

The complaint contends the board 
of trustees made up of the boards of 
management and _ operatives, has 
usurped entire control of the company 
with the result that many of the pro- 
visions of the Eagan ‘plan have not 
been fulfilled. 

‘The ‘complainants, all employees of 
the mill, and under the Kagan will co- 
owners, ask the court to enter a de- 
cree construing the will to the effect 
that the employees are the sole own- 
ers of the plant and equipment; that 
the trustees be charged with the duty 
of carrying out the origifial inten- 
tions of Mr. Kagan, and that the 
various acts of the trustees in allow- 
ing the directors of the company to 
usurp the power and authority be 
construed as a breach of contract. 


PROVISIONS OF WILL 
FOLLOWED, SAYS ATLANTAN. 


John J. Eagan, Atlanta capitalist, 
who died in March of 1924, was a 
firm believer in and practiced the 
Golden Rule. Marion M. Jackson, an 
executor of Bagan's will, said Satur- 
day. Eagan was a native of Georgia, 
his family moving to Atlanta when 
he was three months old. 

Becoming president of the Ameri- 
can Cast Iron Pipe company, Eagan 
acquired al] of the common stock and 
entered into a trust agreement with 
the employees that they would get 
all of the income from the stock that 
it woald take to give them a living 
wage, Mr. Jackson said. In his will 
Eagan left the stock to the em- 
ployees, and before turning it over to 
the heirs the executors had the will 
construed in Fulton superior court, 
where thé company was incorporated. 
Mr. Jackson said.

LEVINE DECIDES 
ON NEW ATLANTIC 
FLIGHT TOO LATE 


New York, April 14.—(United 
News.)—By sailing at noon exactly on 
schedule time the United States liner 
Leviathan postponed indefinitely the 
most startling aerial attempt since 
Lindbergh landed in Paris—a_ trans- 
Atlantic solo flight from England to 
America. f 

Charles A. Levine, the trans-Atlan- 
tic passenger, awoke this morning with 
the idea. | 

Shortly after 8 a. m. William Linn, 
chief steward on the Leviathan, re- 
ceived a. telephone call from a man 
who seemed excited about something. 
The man said he was Levine, that he 
wanted to sail aboard the ship and 
bring his airplane with him. He 
added that he expected to fly it back 
alone across the Atlantic. 

Linn referred Levine to George S. 
Mabee, the assistant general manager. 
Levine told the latter that the mono- 
plane Columbia was at Mitchel field. 
The aviator offered to fly it to Teter- 
boro airport in New Jersey and ship 
it thence my motor truck to the Levia- 
than’s pier before sailing time. Mabee 
didn’t think there was time enough, 
but referred Levine to David A. Burke, 
general manager of the lines. Burke 
vetoed the idea, explaining that there 
were 1,000 passengers aboard the 
Leviathan and any delay in sailing 
would cause it to miss the tide. 

Levine refused to say whether he 
would sail at a later date to*attempt 
the crossing. He recently ‘won his 
wings as a full-fledged pilot.

Dispatches State Fascist 
Police Are Running 
Down .Enemies; Duce’s 
Ascent to Throne Seen.

tier, quote travelers as saying that 
panic and chaos reign throughout 
Italy.

Costes and Lebrix Land 
After 35,000 Miles Fly- 
ing Through 30 Coun- 
tries on Globe. 


Paris, April 14.—(4)—The flying 
Frenchmen, Dieudonne Costes and Jos- 
eph Lebrix, came home this evening 
from their air odyssey over 35,000 
miles of land and sea—over: Africa, 
the two Americas, Asia, Europe and 
a wide expanse of the south Atlantic. 

Speeding to Paris in six days from 
far-away Tokyo, on the other side of 
the earth, they brought their biplane 


down upon the green field of Le Bour’ 


get just before dusk—the noise of 
their motor drowned by the sound of 
1,000 Gallic “bravos” and “‘vivas.” 

Two squadrons of French military 
planes escorted them on their last few 
miles over the familiar territory that 
stretches southeastward from Paris.

So also were the aces of French 
aviation, whose achievements Costes 
and Lebrix have exceeded, the vet- 
erans Louis Berliot, Pelletier Doisy, 
the popular “Pivolo” Crouhin, Cap- 
tain Arrachart, and the youthful Ser- 
geant Detroyat, who hopes to fly from 
Paris to New York alone in qa mono- 
plane modelled after Lindbergh's 
Spirit of St. Louis. 

Although only those with passes 
were admitted to the airdrome, there 
were enough of them to break through 


the police barriers, just as they did 
the night Lindbergh landed. Outside 
the field there were tens of; thousands 
more. 


Paris Looks Good. 


The Nungesser-Coli came down 
beautifully in the midst of the two 
squadrons .vf escort planes. Costes 
had this to say; “It has been a mar- 
velous experience, but Paris surely 
does look good.” 

When the ministers and their fel- 
low fliers had shaken hands, Costes 
and Lebrix were escorted to a hangar 
decorated with the flags of the 30 
or more lands they visited in their 
flight. Toasts were drunk to, their 
fresh glory, when through the high- 
ways, crowded with the cheering thou- 
sands, they were led away to Paris, 
to real French food again, and to a 
long, long sleep between cool, clean 
linen sheets. 

Lebrix expressed his joy over land- 
ing at the very place of their depar- 
ture after a six-month trip which car- 
ried the French colors around the 
world. They brought back the same 
airplane, with its motor intact.

Once more, as must happen periodi- 


cally until a mutually satisfactory ar- 
rangement is. arrived at, the inter: 
allied debts are being discussed. Hap- 
pily this time the discussion is on more 
solid ground than that of cancellation 
by the United States. It looks to a 
general settlement which will fmelude, 
as any general settlément must, the 
amount and character of Geruian repa- 
rations. . 

The trend of all the suggestions is 
toward the funding of the German 
reparations, In other words, Germany 
is to sell bonds to private investors to 
the total amount at which her obliga- 
tions shall be fixed. With the net 
proceeds ef this transaction,” Germany 
is to settle mm full the reparations 
claims of the allied countries. The 
allied countries, in turn, will pay the 
funds thus received over to the United 
States in, full settlement of the debts 
owing to us, 

The amount which Germany. can 
carry as a national obligation is open 
to argument. ‘The Germans incline 
to the figure of $4,000,000,000. Others 
think she could stand $7,000,000,000, 
while some flatteringly place her abil- 
ity at $12,000,000,000. Obviously, the 
allies will insist that the total be fixed 
at the highest figure possible, while 
Germany will steve to keep it as low 
as possible. Here is the first point 
which will require negotiation, prob- 
ably long and arduous. 

A minimum is set by the amount 
the allied debtors will have to pay to 
the United States. They will never 
consent to take less from Germany 
than they have to pay to us. The 
amount Washington will accept as a 
cash-down settlement of all. outstand- 
ing obligations therefore becomes a 
vital consideration, and Washington 
will have to be consulted at all stages 
of the negotiations.

There are many advantages which 
would accrue from such a settlement 


as above outlined. First and foremost 


of these, the whole question of repara- 
tions and inter-allied debts would be 
removed from the sphere of politics.

Germanys debt 
would be held by private individuals 
and institutions in the same manner 
as any normal public debt. She would 


have the same imeentive to meet her 


obligations and sustain her credit as 
any other nation. 

Thus removed from the sphere of 
polities, the question of reparations 
and debts would cease to bedevil the 
relations between the countries of Eu- 
rope and between Evrope and this 
Not that the millennium 
would immediately ensue, but we 
should have other subjects to worry 
and talk about. 

There are, however, serious diffi- 
culties to be overcome. ‘The plan in- 
volves a definite fixing of the amount 
of German reparations at a possible 
figure.

The British have about decided to 
discontinue their attempt to control © 
the rubber market. British planters 
in the Malay peninsula produce about 
two-thirds of the world’s rubber sup- 
ply. They get to producing so fast 
that they were ruining their ‘own 
market. So, about eight years ago a 
scheme was devised and put in force 
by which eacli year’s preduction was 
to be restricted or enlarged according 
to the prevailing price of rubber. If 
the price went up, the planters could 
produce more; if it went down. they 
were to limit production accordingly. 

Owing to factors quite unrelated to 
the plan of control, the price of rub- 
ber soared. The United States, which 
produces but a fraction of the world’s 
rubber supply and uses three-quarters 
of it, began to get restless and blamed 
the British control for the high prices 
of balloon tires and other products. 
The control was denounced as a 
scheme to .extort enough from the 
United States on rubber to make the 
payments.on the British debt. 


Then, again through the operation 
of forces outside the restriction 
scheme, prices dropped once more. 
One cause of this was that the British 
had failed to secure the cooperation 
of the Dutch, who, in the East Indies, 
have a very considerable rubber in- 
dustry of their own. As the British 
planters restrieted their production, 
the Dutch planters expanded theirs. 
Where the British lost,they profited. 
For the Dutch it was perfectly good 
sound business, For ghe British it 
was—most disconcerting. So now 
they are going back to open competi- 
tion, 

Herein is something of a lesson for 
those who would too readily attempt 
to change the operation of economic 
forces. Such an attempt, if it is to 
b. successful, demands almost com- 
plete control if there is to be any 
control at all. Cuba's effort to eon- 
trol the sugar market along similar 
lines will be watched with interest. 
The Cubans, too, have failed to xe- 
cure the cooperation of the Dutch in 
the East Indies.

Yes, immigration is a domestic 
matter.

Now the question is raised 
anew by a former premier of Aus- 
tralia. Mr. Hughes has stated very 
plainly that Australia does not want

Here is no “racial” discrimination. 
Australians and Italians alike belong 
to the “white” race. But the Aus- 
tralians despite their slogan of «a 
white Australia,” seem as determined 
to exclude Italians as Asiatics. is 
attitude, thus bluntly stated, should 
help to rid the discussion of the: ir- 
relevant digression into “racial” char- 
acteristics and values.

Editer Constitution: When one’s 


rising soyl surveys the pretty little 
trick that has been put over on the 
cotton farmer in the last two years 
one is transported by a mingled feel- 
ing of indignation and admiration. 
The trick was so cute we cannot re- 
press admiration for the geniuses who 
put it ever. As for  indignation— 
well, that was a useless waste of 
nerve force in this instance. 

We knew something was. happen- 
ing—we knew not what. We saw as 
it were men like trees walking about 
and we knew they were going scme- 
where, but could not guess who they 


were or what was up, but row the 
veil is rent and we see as face to 
face. 

Here was the trick—in 1926 the 
routh made a tremendens crop of cot- 
ton. The weight of the crop vaturally 
brought the price down. It went to 
ruinously low prices and sold for five 
to eight cents below the cost of pro- 
duction. If there ever wax a time 
to hold cotton it was then. The 
farmers were in pretty good condition, 
and there wax plenty of money, no 
panic.*no hard times, and they could 
have held their cotton. Did they hold 
it or try to hold it? They did not. 
They made great haste to sell it for 
whatever price they could get for it. 
and seemed devoutly grateful that 
they could sell it for anything at all. 
Why did they do this? Because they 
were advised to sel] it now or never. 

The people who operated the biz 
cotton exchanges told them they had 
utterly played the deyil by making so 
much cutton—and strange to say, 
many of the large, influential papers 
of the south jeined in the hue and 
ery, berating the cotton farmer tor 
such ungodly crops, se ungodly pro- 
duced. They shamed him, they blamed 
him, they damned him. They solemn- 
ly warned him that he was ruined 
if he did not repent and desist. They 
brought forward facts and figures 
and statistics clearly demonstrating 
what would happen to the world if 
the cotton grower persisted in his 
mad and sinful eareer producing cot- 
ton, and they clearly demonstrated 
the fact that before long cotton would 
be a liability on anyone's hands. They 
said “Sell it quick before it gets to 
he worse than nothing.” They advised 
him to leave the unpicked cottun in 
the field. It was even. seriously sug- 
gested in some quarters‘that the farm- 
er should burn a few bales of his no 
account eatton The farmers were 
warned to cut down the acreage to be 
planted to cotton the next year, and 
that dire calamity bided them if they 
did not de xo. 

Cotton for a Song. 

Now what else was going 
this time?

Hush! We pavse a moment to give 
place to your righteous profanity. 

Then what happened? Hundreds of 
thousands of bales of the lew grades 
—‘“«og tailx’—were shipped to New 
York. so that if a man hought a 
eontraect and was mean enough to 
demand actual cotton, be would have 
to take cottun perhaps not fit for his 
nse, Thus this is held over the mar- 
ket like a wet blanket to keep the 
price down. 

Millions of bales were shipped to 
Europe and notwithstanding there 
Was more low-grade cotton from the 
1926. crop than was ever known, it all 
disappeared in a verv short time, and 
during the year 1927 mills had a 
harder time than ever before getting 
these grades. Numbers of mills 
changed their lavout to use low grades 
and sold goods expecting te make 
them of low-grade cotton, and then 
could not get ‘the cotton, Where had 
it gone? That which did net go 
New York to hear the market went 
to Europe—probably it evaded taxes 
here. Then when it was apparent 
that the crop of 1927 would be a 
short one this cotton began to mean- 
der back to this country. I, person- 
oily, knew that many mills bought 
thousands of this cotton that had 
toured to Europe and back. It is 
sail that some of the same ships that 
carries] away the export cotton from 
the 1927 crop bhrought back eotten 
made in 1926. It was bought up at 
less than 10 cents and brought baek 
and sold around 20 cenfs or more. 
This reveals the reason for bulldozing 
the farmer into reducing his acreage 
in 1927. Make a small crop so this 
earryover will bring a hig price. 

Now, outside the part plaved by 
these artists themselves. these who 
contributed more than everybody else 
toward tricking the farmer were the 
people who run the big cotton ex- 
changes. They were working hand-in- 
glove with those who cornered the 
market. These people make their 
money by buying and selling cotten 
futures for people all over the coun- 
try and charging a commission for 
their services. This is an honorable 
business, and they render a service 
that is indispensable. They are like- 
Wise in a position to he hetter in- 
formed than other people as to the 
tendency and trend of the market and 
as to the probable range of prices,

- But it is to their interest to have 
people trade fast and furious. The 
people generally are influenced by 
what they sar, and if they woukd 
give henest and truthful opinions it 
would he helpful and proper. but you 
will natice when one says the price 
is going up. the others all say “yep. 
it sure is!” When one says it is 
going down, they all join the chorus 
with sweet accord. Thete is never 
any jangling of their sweet bells. But 
there is usually “a nigger in the wood- 
pile.” It may never be fé#nd onut— 
we knew something was going on in 
1926. bat it took a prohe by the 
I'nited Stafes senate to reveal what 
that something was for sure. 

The Trick Not Over. 


But the trick was nof ever with 
in 1926. These people had to get 
their profit out of the cotton, and it 
Was nLecessary to get the iwes back 
up again. So, in 1917 th® squawkers 
on the cotton exchanges began by hav- 
ing lese to say about teo much cot- 
ton’and began to predict a very small 
crop for that year. They now said 
all of that big crop of 1926 was 
about gone, while in fact it was most- 
ly still in esse, and coming back from 
Kurepe, and being marketed = right 
here, ‘Then the government came 
along with its guesses and predic- 
tions and by mid-September cotton 
had gone to about 25 cents per pound. 
Then they all, with one sweet accord 
hegan to say to the southern farmer, 
“Hold your cotton—you will get 30 
cents for it!” Now, thit was straight 
out dishonesty and for-a_ pirpose. 
These people knew that cotton was 
not worth that price. They knew 
there was a big carry-over from the 
1926 crop, but if they could only in- 
duce the farmer to hold his ,cutton, 
it would put the price up. Many of 
the farmers did hold, and some are 
still holding. and in this way the 
southern @irmers. lost untold millions 
syain in 1927. 

If these brokers had been honest 
they would bave told the farmer that 
the price was too high, and not jus- 
tified by the conditions of the dry 
goods market. and other ‘conditions 
and that he should sell -and that quick. 

Muffle the Exchanges, 

Now, if congress wants to do some- 
thing to stabilize the cotton textile 
business, and all allied interests, it 
ought to muffle these sounds coming 
off the cotton exchanges in the way 
of opinions and advice. 

The daily press is full of their de- 
lusive advice, The mails are loaded 
dewn with the same. They all pre- 
tend to be disinterested, but the veil 


is xo thin that ene can easily see that] and 
there is a purpose to persuade the } 


people to buy or sell, They care not 
which they do, or whether they make 
or lose, just so they themselves get 
their ewn unholy rake-off. Their ad- 
vice is thoroughly selfish and wun- 
scrupulous. _Some of these people on 
the same day will send ont one*kind 
of advice to one section and the op- 
posite advice to another section. For 
instance, the southern people are all 
cotton bulls, and want the price to 
ea up, hence believe it will go up. so 
thev are fed bullish “dope.” In New 
England ther want the price to go 
down. are all bearish, and they are 
fe bearish “dope.” 

The most important part of their 
husiness is to keep the market un- 
ceitled: to keep ‘it bobbing up an 
dewn and they can use ony circum- 
stance toa accomplish this end. If 
there is a clan of thunder. or a day of 
sunshine in the Panhandle. or on the 
Rio Grande, if there is a freeze at 
the north pole or a warm spell in 
the tropies, the sighs of the winds In 
the mountains or the roar of the ocean 
waves—anrvthing is suffieient to bull 
oer hear the market, as may seem de 
sirehle.

Mr. Gatti for nearly two decades

In writing of this ancient sport 


my object’ shall be in the main to 
merely present it in such a way that 
some of those already interested in 
watching it upon the broad expanse 
of green parade at Fort McPhe.econ, 
or elsewhere, my observe with keen- 
er understanding and enthusiasm. 
Admittedly there: also exists in my 
mind the hope that these lines may 
move many in Atlanta and its vicinity 
to witness what is insisted by all 
who play and by many who observe, 
the greatest game of centuries. See- 
ing means conversion and with At- 
lanta taking the lead in so many ac- 
tivities in the southeast the location 
of the gity with enthusiasm for the 
game should make it the logical p.-> 
center of this section of the country. 

It is far from my thought to be- 
little any other. sport, for a man is 
not a sportsman who does not love 
them all. In drawing comparkons, 
however, with men who have in- 
dulged in sport activities of all kint's, 
including varsity football captains, 
all have agreed that there is none to 
compare with the thrilling galloping 
game of pole. ae 

No other sport is more univeréally 
played in every section of the world 
and what other sports can trace 
their lineage back to 600 years be- 
fore Uhrist, when to our liustorica 
knowledge polo was being played in 
Persia? The game was only intro- 
dueed into England in 1869, but from 
that date it has rapidly spread to 
all sections of the globe. Brought to 
the United States shortly after its 
inttoduction in England the game 
has grown by leaps and bounds. ‘Tue 
period since the workl war ias 
marked its greatest strides. In 1890 
the United States Polo association 
was organized with five member 
clubs. ‘Today it boasts 137, with 
over half of them entering the asso- 
ciation since the world war. Many 
playing clubs are known to exist as 
non-members of the association, 7 - 
day over 2.500 playing members, in- 
cluding those in the army and at 
colleges, are carried in the handicap 
liste, while it is known that thou- 
sands of others in the United States 
are engaged in the sport. . 

Following the world war instruc- 
tions were issued by the war depart- 
ment in Washington encouraging all 
pest commanders to establish polo 
clubs wherever practicable. “The ex- 
pressed object was “to promote skill 
in_ horsemanship and daring.” 

In shbsequent items on the subject 
of polo, I shal] present. the rules of 
the game, the polo pony. the polo 


is brought before a jury. Kearns’ 
hand was temporarily exposed when 
Kearns’ lawyers asked Judge Runyon 
to declare a mistrial at Newark, N. 
J., last November. Kearns’ counsel 
charged jury-fixing, witness-tampering 
and bribery, , but couldn't prove a 
thing and were forced to withdraw 
the suit from that court. 
May Have to Fight. 

But if the unexpected should hap- 
pen when the case is brought before 
Judge John C. Knox in federal court 
next week and Kearns scores a vic- 
tory, Dempsey might be forcéd to don 
the boxing gloves again to repair his 
depleted purse, 

The trial is scheduled to open Mon- 
day, but Judge Knox is oceupied with 
a case which may prevent the Demp- 
sey-Kearns suit from being called be- 
fore Wednesday or Thursday. 

Both sides are prepared for a*fight 
—to the finish this time. The suit, 
which was instituted by Kearns at 
Atlantic City while Dempsey was 
training for his first bout with Gene 
Tunney, has been dragged through the 
courts for more than two years. 
Dempsey is specially anxious to get 
the thing over with as it has been 
a constant source of worry to him.. 

Kearns bases his action on a breach 
of contract, and is suing for approxi- 
mately $500.000, which he claims 
Dempsey owes him under the terms of 
a contract signed by Dempsey and 
held by Kearns. 

The contract was drawn up in Sep- 
tembet, 1923, and provided for Kearns 
to do Dempsey's bidding through Au- 
gust 5. 1926, for which Kearns was 
to receive one-third of Dempsey’s earn- 
ings. 

The original sum named in the snit 
was $383,333.33, but Kearns and his 
attorneys have raised their demands 
to approximately $500,000. 

It is Kearns’ contention that he 
signed Dempsey for both the Wills 
and first Tunney fights before the 
expiration of his contract,as Demp- 
sey’s manager. The Wills’ bout was 
never held, but Kearns claims his 
share of Dempsey’s purse for the 
Philadelphia bout should have been 
$284,000. 

The final break hetween Kearns 
and Dempsey came late in July, 1925. 
Dempsey made his decision to quit 
Kearns after the former returned 
from a European trip. 

, _ Talked Too Much, 

“You've talked so much and said 
you made me,” Dempsey said, at that 
time, “so I'll pay you, but there's 
net going to be any management 
about it anv more. [I'm free to do 
as L please.” 

Kearns asked Dempsey to come 
back under his management, but the 
latter refused and the break became 
final. The former pals divided up 
their assets, Dempsey taking the Bar- 
bara hotel, Los jr Pong and Kearns 
the Wiltshire apartments. 

Kearns returned to New 

York and signed Dempsey to fight

to fight Tunney.

It was announced that the pairings 
might pit a player in Los Angeles on 
a 70 par course against one ine Port- 
land, Maine, playing on a 73 par lay- 
out. Scores will be sent bv telezraph 
to the control office to be established 
wherever in the nation the play cen- 
ter may be found, and pairings. will be 
prepared there, the winner of each 
dav's round to be notified by wire who 
and where his opponent for the fol- 
lowing day will be, 

Qualifying rounds will he shot 
August 6 to 12. Nobody will be elim- 
inated in the qualifying round, all 
entrants to he divided into six flights, 
which in turn will be subdivided into 
wings of 16 players each. The prin- 
cipal trophy, the “Pasha’s cup,” wifl 
go to the competitice play medalist 
regardiess of the wing in which he 
may have played.

Billy Evans, the umpire and base- 
ball guthority,. was queried on the 
play and he ruled that inasmuch as 
the’ bases were full “failure of the 
runner to touch third on his way 
from secon to the plate on the bats- 
man’s hit, simply made a forced third 
out of the play when the ball was re- 
turned to third base.

Moss was-with a_ third-place 
club that figured in the pennant 
fight, was second in fielding—a 
great help to a pitcher. But on 
the other hand, Memphis was on 
the bottom in team hatting with 
an average of 280, But that isn’t 
had hitting. Good hitting always 
helps a pitcher. 

Konpal came to Brooklyn from In- 
dianapolis of the American associa- 
tion, Indianapolis last vear finished 
fifth in the race.

The receiving chamber of the clari- 
phone is accurately tuned to these har- 
monic sounds, and all static and other 
extraneous noises not in resonance 
with the signal are absorbed by the 
filter tubes, 

The instrument is designed primari- 
ly to eliminate interference from radio 
code and other forms of communica- 
tion, and Seott now is undertaking 
the development of a elariphone for 
use with radio broadcast receivers. 

“It is believed this development will 
produce a very efficient interference 
eliminator of much smaller dimensions |

New Production Record 
For Graham-Paige Cars 


Detroit, April 14.—(Special.)—The 
three Graham brothers, who acquired 
the plant of the Paige company last 
June in order to present a passenger 
ear bearing their own name, produced 
30 per cent more Graham-Paige cars 
in March than were ever built by the 
Paige factory in any one month in ifs 
18 years’. history... March production 
totalled 7,616, more than a third of 
the entire 1927 output. 

The completely new Graham-Paige 
line of cars Was announced in Janu- 
ary at the New York automobile show. 
It was not until January 20 that the 
200th car was built; two months later 
to the day, on Mar¢h 20. the 10,000th 
car was completed, and the first quar- 
ter of the year ended with a total pro- 
duction of 18,159. 

Despite the late start in January, 

which totalled only 1,497 ears, the 
figures for the first quarter of 1928 
equal 60 per cent of the entire 1927 
production, which was 21,881. 
The March total of 7,616 is nearly 
two and a half times as large as the 
best month of 1927, when August was 
the peak with 3,196. Previously -to 
last month, the best month in the fac- 
foryv’s 1S years’ history was May, 
1925, with 5.841 ears. 

The Jargest single day’s output last 
month was 364 cara on the 2Sth. 

Orders on hand for April will re- 
quire the factory to work at full ca- 
pacity througbout the month. 

Officials of the company, Mm an- 
nouncing the new record, said that it 
is all the more noleworthy because it 
was established with full prednetion 
on only three of the five chassis mod- 
els to comprise the complete Graham- 
Paige line.

No. 2—Each resolution shall be 
typewritten on one side of the paper | 
and four copies furnished the chair- 
man. Each resolution shall bear the 
signature of the person presenting it. 

No. 3—No resolution will be re- 
ceived by the resolutions committee 
unless presented by a member of the 
Georgia Federation of Women’s Clubs. 
No. 4—No resolution will be ac- 
cepted unless it has been indorsed by 
the department and division chairman 
under which it functions. 

_ No. 5—Resolutions of other organ- 
izations as such will not be accepted 
by the resolutions committee. 

No. 6—Motions from the floor con- 
strued by the chair to be of the na- 
ture of resolutions shall take the regu- 
lar course of resolutions.as prescribed 
in the rules governing “the same.” 

No. 7—No resolution shall be con- 
sidered by the body until 24 hours 
has elapsed after the first presenta- 
tion to the convention, or council, 
except on the last day, when one hour 
shall have elapsed. 

No. 8—Emergency resolutions can 
be considered as such only after pass- 
ing the resolutions committee and re 
ceiving the indorsement of the presi- 
dent of the Georgia federation as an 
“emergency.”

“No organization, whether civic or 
purely patriotic, can interest people 
nowadays unless; such organization 
carries on definite educational work. 
The. Daughters of the Confederacy 
have always done much in this line, 
of late years more and more, for the 
cardinal privilege of this organization 
is memorial, and what better memo- 
ria! to Confederate soldiers and their 
ideals could be planned than a pro- 
gram to secure to the state through 
our effortg,an educated citizenry? 


No Foreign Problem. 


“We of the south have almost no 
foreign problem, but we have in the 
mountains of north Georgia a large 
number of potential Americans who 
are debarred usefulness to themselves 
and to the state because of lack of 
education. It was to aid some of these 
to a better development of the hid- 
den treasures that are theirs, that 
the Georgia division gave $11,750 in 
land and money to the Rabun Gap 
school. (See Eastman minutes, page 
GS, Mrs. M. M. Harrison, treasurer.) 
Mrs. W. D. Lamar, the then presi- 
dent, had the privilege of paying this 
amount to the school in June, 1914. 
It is known as the Frances 8S. Bar- 
tow memorial at Rabun Gap. 

‘“‘The money was used for the pur- 
chase of 100 acres in Rabun county 
and the establishment of the rotation 
farm system, devised by Mr. Ritchie, 
whereby whole families of people 
from behind mountain barriers are 
allowed to live:upon the farms while 
studying ways to farm better, to live 
better and to obtain a grammar school 
education, The land is very rich and 
brings a good income to the school 
besides supporting tlte families who 
ave the immediate beneficiaries. The

“Having been so wise let us bolster 
up our own investment by continuing 
to help this splendid project. To ecar- 
ry on the process of practical help 
to mountain families, we would do 
well to find a definite object to work 
up for this school, and if our Rabun 
Gap chairman, Mrs. FE. A. Caldwell, 
who made such a thrilling presenta- 
tion of this work at the Covington 
convention approves, I believe we 
would enjoy building on.our own land 
up there one or more cottages to be 
named as we shall see fit. I believe, 
however, that such eottages should 
bear the inscription, ‘Erected by 
Georgia Division, U. D. C.’ They will 
not cost a great sum and will be 
something to draw us to the place and 
incite our interest.

MISS RUTHERFORD’S HISTORY. 

Among the notable contributions to the 
literature of Georgia is ‘‘Georgia: The Thir- 
teenth Colony,””’ by Miss Mildred Lewis 
Rutherford, of Athens, Ga. Miss Rutherford 
is the U. D. C. state historian, and the 
selection could not have been wiser made, 
for to her great information and capable 
presentdtion of histerical truths she adds 
the fervor of patriotiem. s 

Miss Rutherford hath wrought a gvod 
and fine work in the many fine historical 
truths that she has chosen to present 


‘that glorify a state of magnificent ad- 


rantages and incomparable grand men aw 
splendid women. As she pictures, nowhere 
on earth were there altars on which burned 
brighter the fires of patrioticam than those 
that have made Georgia eg ts But few 
states in this union have n able to 
equal the pace which her men set in war 
and industry, or her women in cujture and 
refinement. 

From the tanding of General James Fd 
ward Oglethorpe, the distinguished founder 
of the Georgia colony, Miss Rutherford fol- 
lows the beaten path of the historical 
events, magnifying such as illustrated the 
mental attitude and spiritual grace of her 
citizens. General Oglethorpe was the most 
capable, the most courageous and conscien- 
tious of all the founders of the American 
colonies. He was the most outstanding bu- 
manitarian that ever grac the American 
wilderness, and both in Americd and in En- 
rope illugtrated a consistency of purpose to 
befriend mankind in the most approved re- 
ligious manner.

_ To Be Held First Week in May 


"Mrs. H. G. Parks, president of the 
pre-school council, writes the follow- 
ing article in reference to the summer 
' Found-up of the children, May 1, 2, 3 
and 4, 1928: ) 
_ “The summer round-up of the chil- 
dren, who will enter kindergarten in 
~ Beptember will be held May 1, 2, 3 

and 4, 1928. This marks the fourth 
year of intensive pre-school work for 
Atlanta children. The round-up will 


' include a physical examination by a 


ng a and registration of the child 

or kindergarten, thereby assuring the 
Parents of a seat in school. If the 
_ @xamination is given by the family 
_ physician, parents are urged to secure 
_ @ health certificate and bring the child 


~ to school to be registered. 


“The object of the campaign is to 
enter in school a class of children 100 
_ cent free from remediable defects. 

@ movement of the development of 
the platform laid down in 1923 that 
ot ‘all the year-round parenthood.’ 
From a small beginning of 102 local 
groups in 22 states it has grown until 
during the year of 1927, 2,120 groups 
in 44 states aroused interest in the 
health of the children in their com- 
munities through this project. 

In urging the associations to par- 
ticipate in this work, the national con- 


gress does not desire to duplicate any | 


effective health work already being 
_ done in the community, but suggests 
' that its units cooperate with the 
agencies now at work, securing their 
aid in the conduct of the physical éx- 
amination. Also it shoud be clearly 
understood that the organization op- 
poses free medical or dental care in 
earrying through the correction of de- 
fects (except in cases of financial in- 
ability), referring the child to. the 
family physician or dentist for treat- 
ment. The congress feels, however, 
that because of the close contact its 
membership has with the homes and 
schools, it is in a position, as is no 
other organization, to ‘round up’ the 
children for the examinations and to 
urge parents to have the defects cor- 
rected. The correction of the defects 
is the most important part of the sum- 
mer round-up work. Examinations of 
pre-school children may go on _ in- 
definitely but unless the correction 
of the defects there will be no lasting 
results and much of the taxpayers’ 
money will be spent in vain. 

“In the 1928 campaign the national! 
congress has the cooperation of the 
United States bureau of educaton, 
children’s bureau, the National Educa- 
tion association, the American Public 
Health association, the American Med- 
ical association and the American 
Dental association. Enlisting in the 
campaign is open to all associations 
ani circles in membership with the na- 
tional congress of parents and teach- 
ers, provided that there are at least 
five children to enter school. Each 
unit carrying through the national 
campaign requirements receives a cer- 
tificate signed by the United States 
commissioner of education and the 
president of the national congress of 
parents and teachers, if in the final re- 
port shows a correction of defects. 


The summer round-up of the children 
opens officially May 1, 1928. 

“Dr. J. P. Kennedy, city: health of- 
ficer, and the public health nurses, 


under the supervision of Miss Lillian 
M. Alexander, have been untiring in 
their efforts, in helping to arrange the 
pre-school program and in making it 
a success. The spirit of cooperation 
on the part of the medical profession 
of Atlanta has n remarkable. 
Through the city health department 
doctors have volunteered their serv- 
ices for examining children during the 
four days of summer round-up, and 
they have been assisted at the schools 
by the public health nurses and chair- 
man of the various pre-school circles. 
Dates of the examination for each ele- 
mentary schoel will be announced 
through the newspapers at an early 
date.”

A newspaper's stock in trade is 
space. hen we ask for that 
space we should reciprocate by 
filling it with news, not views. The 
latter are furnished by highly paid 
men and women. Certain rules 
govern all newspapers; others gov- 
ern each particular paper. These 
we should learn and _ respect. 
Newspaper women are long-suffer- 
ing and kind and many organiza- 
tion reporters have won newspaper 
positions by being willing to take 
advice from women on the job. 

One word of an advance story 
is worth ten of an obituary of past 
happenings. Whenever possible 
give a program before it is pre- 
sented. Let your next story tell 
only what was interesting at the 
meeting. Much of the proceedings 
are merely routine, such as govern 
all well regulated organizations. 
More is only a matter of record 
and can be found in the min- 
utes. But if an organization has 
done something new or unusual: 
if it has developed a better method 
of carrying out a project; above 
all, if it has found a painless 
method of raising funds that’s 
news and will be welcomed. 

Give the item of chief interest 
the lead even though it was last 
on the program; timely stories get 
the best positions; concise ries 
are read; newsy stories advertise 
your organization and help others; 
nouns and verbs tell newS; adjec- 
tives are usually only opinions; 
handle with care.

Georgia’s two great Jubilee confer- 
ences of the M. FE. church have closed 
and their proceedings become ‘history.

Keeping the goa's 
of the Jubilee ever before her, she 
administered the affairs of the organ- 
ization with efficiency and dispatch, 
her astute mind revealing itself in the 
expeditious handling of the intricate 
affairs of the convention. Powerful 
and efficient, but always suave ard 
sweet. “Pas une faux pas. Absolu- 
ment parfait.” 

The high watermark in spiritual 
attainment was reached in the re- 
treats for prayer which were held 
under the direction of Mrs. W. A. 
Albright, vice president of the confer- 
ence, These silences with God proved 
veritable fountains of inspiration and 
refreshment, storehouses of divine 
power and strength, from which the 
members went forth to greater con- 
quests in Christ’s most holy name. 

While it was not our opportunity 
to attend the South Georgia confer- 
ence, still we are sure that the same 
high goals were attained by that con- 
ference, and it is our fervent wish 
that the inspiration gained in these 
Jubilee conferences may be retained 
and go with the members throughout 
the year, and make of the Juhjlee 
year one of achievement that will set 
a standard for later years to follow.

er,’’ in capital letters. One is as bad 
as the other. 

“The farmer” is twenty-seven or 
twenty-eight million beings, living on 
about six million farms, of a hundred 
kinds of characteristics and of every 
degree of prosperity. What is good 
for one may not turn out to be what 
his neighbor needs. 

Farmers themselves recognize the 
variety of their own problems. By 
individual as well as cooperative ef- 


fort, they have already made substan- 


tial progress in recuperating from the 
great financial losses they suffered a 
few years after the world war. 

As nearly every one knows, our 
manufacturing industries have made 
great strides in efficiency and produc- 
tivity. Not so well known is the fact 
that the transformation and improve- 
ment in farming America during the 
course of the last generation are 
equally interesting and remarkable. 

As to the increase in farm efficien- 
cy, let me cite a few facts. 

With a farm population 2,000,000 
less in 1924 than in 1919, and using 
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less land, the farmers of America in 
the five-year period centered on 1925 
averaged a volume of production 
about one-seventh larger than in the 
five-year period centered on 1919. 
Comparing the same five-year-periods 
the productivity of the average farm 
worker increased about 17 per cent. 
Part of this increase in production per 
person engaged in farming resulted 
from greater use of machinery, but 
part was due to more productive crops 
and live stock. 

In the five years from 1922 to 
1926 about 20 per cent more mik 
was produced from only 4 per cent 
more dairy cows than in the preceding 
five years. Production of meat and 
other animal products increased 9 per 
cent more than feed consumption. 

Use of tractors and other mechan- 
ical sources of power-since the world 
war has released for other uses from 
15,000,000 to 20,000,000 acres of 
crop land formerly needed to feed 
horses and mules. Not only has the 
tractor increased the area of ‘and 
available for the production of food 
and fibres, and increased, likewise, the 
efficiency of labor, but also it has in- 
creased the power available for a 
more intensive cultivation of the land. 
From 1920 to 1925 the increase in 
mechanical horsepower on farms was 
several times as great as the decrease 
in animal horsepower. ‘ 

In 1850 each farm worker had the 
aid of about one and one-half horse- 
power. In 1925 he was using four 
and one-half horsepower; and he is 
probably using still more today. -In 
1880 each farm worker cultivated an 
average of less than twenty-two acres 
of crops. By 1900 he was cultivating 
about twenty-eight acres, and in 1925 
about thirty acres. The increase be- 
tween 1880 and 1900 was partly due 
to the expansion of farming into the 
semi-arid regions, where acreage per 
farm is normally larger. The smaller 
increase since 1900 is partly due to 
the relatively greater acreage of the 
more intensively cultivated crops, 
notably cotton and vegetables. 

Between 1880 and 1925 the total 
population of the United States im- 
creased 130 per cent, but the number 
of farm workers increased only about 
50 per cent, and most of this im- 
crease occurred before 1900. Yet the 
number of acres of crops under culti- 
vation more than doubled—and we 
continued to have a surplus of food 
for export. But our agricultural ex- 
ports in the last twenty-five years 
have been a declining part of our total 
exports and a diminishing per cent of 
domestic production in agriculture. 
Our agriculture is less dependent on 
foreign markets than formerly. 

Between the five-year period 1885 
to 1889 and the period from 1920.to 
1924 the yields per acre of corn, oats, 
wheat and potatoes increased an aver- 
age of: 17 per cent. The increase in 
production per worker has been most 
rapid in recent vears, and in the wheat 
regions. Thé farm worker in a Kan- 
sas wheat field last year could harvest 
as much as five or six men @Gould a 
decade ago, and as much as thirty to 
forty men could harvest in 1845. 
The use of the new combine-machine 
reduces the amount of labor needed 
to harvest and thresh 400 acres of 
grain from 120 days of man labor to 
30 days. 

In Texas and Oklahoma, during 
1926, One man using a sled or stripper 
for harvesting cotton could gather as 
much in a day as eight or ten men 
could pick by hand. . 

As a rule, our farmers are using not 
only their hands and their brains, but 
every mechanical aid they can afford. 
To say that their troubles are the re- 
suit of inefficiency—-and | have heard 
that charge made—is unjust. 

There are, of course, some ineffi- 
cient farmers; but the economic pres- 


sure of the last few years has elimi- 
nated many of them. However, it 
would be a mistake to assume that 
the farm depression has eliminated 
only the inefficient ones. The men 
engaged in American agriculture to- 
day are the world’s most efficient 
farmers from the standpoint of output 
per worker, excepting, possibly, farm- 
ers of the British dominions. 

What, then, are the problems of 
our farmers? 

First of all, those who produce for 
export are under certain natural han- 
dicaps in competing in world markets 
with such countries as Canada, Argen- 
tina and Australia. Despite large out- 
put per worker, the American farmer 
finds foreign competition serious. 

The wages of his hired labor have 
always been high, a reflection of the 
general wage scale. In the early days 
a vast quantity of free or very cheap 
land lured away the “‘hired man” and 
enabled him to become his own mas- 
ter. In late years the vast expansion 
of manufacturing industries, offering 
comparatively high wages to even un- 
Skilled or semi-skilled labor, has de- 
pleted the farm labor supply. 

In the next place, as population 
has grown, nearly all the most desir- 
able tillable land has been utilized, 
land values have risen, and we are in 
competition in foreign markets for 
agricultural products with the prod- 
ucts of cheap lands in newer coun- 
tries. 

Likewise, we no longer possess 
large areas of rich, virgin soil, as do 
some of our competitors. There has 
been great depletion of the fertility of 
manv of our farms, and to restore and 
maintain ‘fertility involves costs not 
vet experienced by certain foreign 
producers of foodstuffs. 

Distance of the agricultural regions 
of the interior from our own sea- 
coasts, with consequent high trans- 
portation costs, is a disadvantage to 
farmers in these sections. The Pacific 
and Atlantic coast areas have the ben- 
efit of low freight rates, because of 
water competition with the railroads. 
The result is that rates from our great 
inland food-producing regions are rel- 
atively high on agricultural products. 
Canadian wheat growers, for instance, 
enjoy an advantage of several cents 
a bushel on wheat shipped for export. 


Possibilities of improvement in the- 


technique of many of our farmers are 
large, despite high average efficiency 
of farmers as a group. There are 
farmers who, a few years ago, pro- 
duced pork at a cost of from $4 to $6 
per hundred pounds, while their 
neighbors’ costs were from $12 to 
$18. It would be difficult to draft a 
law to equalize this difference and 
make pork production profitable for 
the inefficient farmers. 

An example of the difference in 
farmers is furnished by the actual case 
of a Missouri farmer who sold his 
seventeen-vear-old apple orchard that 
never had produced $500 worth of 
fruit. The buyer, on the advice of 
the Missouri College of Agriculture, 
adopted a system of scientific pruning 
and spraying, as well as other meas- 
ures, and the result was an average 
net income from the orchard of 
$2,000 a vear. 

Boys and girls in their teens, bene- 
fiting from the instruction of county 
agricultural agents and other men who 
know the science of agriculture, are 
producing much more per acre than 
their fathers who have been farming 
for twenty or thirty years. The lat- 
ter, of course, did not have the same 
advantages of agricultural education 
in their youth—but many of the older 
farmers are eager to acquire knowl- 
edge of better agricultural methods 
and are as apt pupiis as their children. 

However up to date the majority of 
American farmers may be, there re- 
mains a serious problem which the in- 


dividual farmer cannot meet—the 
problem of the “surplus.” 

Joseph faced it in the days of the 
pharaohs and met it by storing the 
surplus of the “‘fat’’ years and dispos- 
ing of it in the “lean” years. 

Instantly the idea occurs that if 
supply exceeds demand the simplest 
thing isto cut down supply. But the 
answer is not so easy. Production 
cannot be arbitrarily limited. because 
weather conditions, for one thing, 
cause wide fluctuations in total yields. 

Yet it should be possible to prevent 
the surplus of good crop years from 
depressing prices to such an extent 
that farmers may then receive much 
less in the aggregate for their crops 
than in years of low yield. The bene- 


fits of the higher prices of the poor- 


crop years are necessarily confined to 
particular districts and isolated groups 
of farmers, while other large numbers 
of farmers suffer losses. 

The cost of necessary credit is also 
a source of worry to many of our 
farmers. Land banks and interme- 
diate credit -banks (comprising the 
federal farm loan system) enable 
farmers to borrow money on mort- 
gage security for considerable periods 
at low rates. This enables them to 
finance land purchases satisfactorily. 

But money needed for production 
purposes——for the purchase of equip- 
ment, seed, fertilizers, living expenses 
while crops are growing, or until the 
next year after there has been a crop 
failure—is often obtained only at 
ruinously high rates. Frequently the 
cotion farmer must pay as much as 12 
per cent interest on money borrowed 
for production purposes, and mer- 
chant credit sometimes costs 40 per 
cent or more in various charges. This 
is one of the reasons why farmers 
often are forced to sell their crops 
as soon as they are harvested, elutting 
the market and depressing prices. 

And after he has bought the best 
machinery he can afford, done his 
own job to the best of his ability, met 
the competing foreign farmer as best 
he could, made what terms were pos- 
sible for his necessary credits, battled 
with wind, hail, rain, drouth, insects 
and epidemics he then finds himself 
dependent for getting his product to 
the town consumers upon the ‘“mid- 
dlemen’’—brokers, commission mer- 
chants and the like. 

These “middlemen” undoubtedly 
render necessary and substantial serv- 
ice. But the wide margin between 
producer and consumer suggests that 
we have much room for improvement 
in the merchandising of farm prod- 
ucts. 

Notwithstanding all these adverse 
factors, the outlook for American ag- 
riculture is not only far from hope- 
less—it is distinctly favorable. The 
farmers are helping themselves and 
being helped more than ever before. 
Progress is being made in working out 
the solutions of many agricultural 
problems. 7 

I will mention briefly only the prin- 
cipal means of helping our farmers to 
attain that fair share of the general 
prosperity of America to which they 
are entitled. , 

Education of the farmer in the 
Science of agriculture must be increas- 
ed rather than diminished. Research 
work must be constantly extended, so 
that better seeds, better fungicides, 
better means of cultivation may be 
evolved. For some farmers and in 
some sections of the country diversi- 
fication of crops is either not advis- 
able or not practicable. But there are 
many other farmers still unduly de- 
pendent upon the success of one or 
two crops, farmers whose financial 
position would be bettered by diver- 
sification. Ways must be found to 
convince them of this fact and to help 
them adopt a diversified system of ag- 
riculture, This, like every other sug- 


gestion for improving agriculture, is 
no panacea. It must be applied only 
as conditions warrant. 

Not all helpful legislation is neces- 
sarify national legislation. In matters 
of taxation, credits and crop selling, 
state and local agencies have a great 
duty as well as a great opportunity. 

Staite governments can and should 
take a larger share of the.responsi- 
bility for bettering the economic con- 
dition of their agricultural population. 
The general tendency at least in re- 
cent years, has been to piace the em- 
phasis on aid by the federal govern- 
ment. The states can do much to put 
farming on a stronger economic basis. 

The surplus of farm products can 
and should be dealt with by strong co- 
operative associations acting through 
a stabilization corporation, or some 
other appropriate central agency. for 
each principal crop. Such machinery 
—hbig business controlled by produc- 
ers—would minimize price fluctua- 
tions by several means: by a volun- 
tary local regulation, to some extent, 
of production, based on studies of 
world conditions of supply and de- 
mand; by preventing the _ forced 
“dumping” on the market of vast 
quantities of grain or other commodi- 
ties within a limited period, and by 
storing, buying, selling and loaning 
money on the products of their mem- 
bers. 

An example of what can be done 
by voluntary cooperation of produc- 
ers is found in Canada, where. the 
wheat pool, composed of 142,000 
farmers, handles about 200,000,000 
bushels in a business-like, intelligent 
way. More than 50 per cent of the 
grain growers in three provinces are 
members. 

Generally, our government should 
aid in every practical way in the or- 
ganization and proper maintenance of 
cooperative agricultural associations, 
of which there are now nearly 11,000 
in existence, with a membership of 
650,000 and a volume of business 
aggregating $2,500,000,000. These 
are the “infant industries” of agricul- 
ture. By helping to bring about cen- 
tralization of the local cooperatives 
more effectiveness can be given to 
their work. 

Through cooperation between pro- 
ducers and consumers the present 
enormour costs of distribution can be 
lessened materially, with benefit alike 
to both. Continued study by qual- 
fied men wil eventually produce 
practicable methods: 

Means must be found to lower 
transportation costs on farm produce. 
Further development of inland water- 
ways will undoubtedly be of some 
benefit to the inland agricultural pro- 
ducing region. 

Taxes constitute a serious problem 
for many of our farmers, particularly 
in years of crop failure or when prices 
are depressed. Between 1914 and 
1926 the average contributions of 
farmers to the financial support of 
government—federal, state and local 
—increased more than 150 per cent. 
This increase is due mainly to rising 
state and local taxation. 

Federal taxes have been so revised 
in recent years that few farmers pay 
direct taxes to the national govern- 
ment. By this very revision of fed- 
eral taxes, many income receivers, 
who have little or no taxable proper- 
tv, escape direct taxation for the sup- 
port. of state and local government. 
The farmer’s land and other property 
cannot escape the assessor and must 
bear the mounting levies. This, how- 
ever, is mainly a state problem. 

Local banking is another field for 
state legislation affecting agriculture. 
Much improvement has been made in 
recent years in the federal system of 
farm credit. Comparable progress 
has not been made in state banking.

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WHEN JUSTICE TRIUMPHED 


USTICE failed in the Remus 

case but not all murder trials 

are farces in Ohio. As a 

recent instance, there is the 

case of young Floyd Hewitt, 

oJ Who killed a faithful wife 

and her only child. And who died in 
the chair. 

It happened, curiously enough, on 
the night of St. Valentine’s day just a 
year ago. Months. before, Mrs. Celia 
Brown, whose husband worked nights, 
had taken pity on the lonely-appear- 
ing Hewitt boy who lived across the 
road outside of the town of Con- 
neaut, Ohio. She had invited him 
in to listen to the radio. Thereafter 
he came almest every night. 

The climax came when Hewitt, 
whese mind had apparently become 
diseased by phantasms of sex, at- 
tempted to seduce the woman. It 
was probably the first time he had 
ever dared make such an attack upon

a woman. Mrs. Brown hit him with 
a poker and ordered him from the 
house. Instead he killed her. 

And then, 
seen it all, Hewitt pursued the young- 
Ster into the dark cellar with a base- 
ball bat, while the radio played on.

Justice triumphed in Ohio when the 
law exacted the extreme penalty of 
death in the electric chair in the case 
of Flo¥d Hewitt, 17, the youngest per- 
son ever to be executed in that state. 
But it was an ironical sort of triumph, 
“coming as soon after George Remus, 
the bootleg king, got away with mur- 
der in Cincinnati. 

Young Hewitt’s crime was a fiernd- 
ish affair—he clubbed to death a 
woman who had repulsed his ad- 
vances, then killed her 5-year-old 
child to cover up his tracks. Always 
interested and swayed by music, the 
youth had been stirred by a love song 
on the radio—the radio was was still 
going when, having washed his hands, 
he left the house. 

But as so often happens in mur- 
ders of this sort, Hewitt left a tell- 
tale clew behind him at the scene— 
in this instance it was a button off 
his coat. 

An overgrown boy with the men- 
tality of a 10-year-old child, Floyd 
lived with his mother’ three miles 
eutside the town of Conneaut, Ohio.

Bavarian town of Nuremberg is 
trying to make amends for the 

ghabby way it treated its most illustrious 
e@itizen. A quadricentennial celebration 
f honor of Albrecht Durer, Germany's 
greatest painter and engraver, has just 
epened in his birthplace. 
Nuremberz—the town that thought so 
Bittle of its great master painter during 
his’ lifetime that it gave him less than 


#00 florins’ worth of work; the tewn that 


gold to other cities the masterpieces 
which the painter had bequeathed to his 
birthplace—has at last discovered what 
the rest of the world already knew: that 
Durer’s fame has grown with the ages 
until now he is hailed as one of the 
greatest artists who ever lived. 

And so Nuremberg is trying to make 
amends, From now until September the 
streets and squares of the quaint old city 
will relive on a grand and spectacular 
scale the life and scenes of Durer’s day 

The celebration was opened Easter 
week with a ceremony at Durer’s grave 
im the Johannis Cemetery and services 
at Town Hall. Formal exercises these. 


‘The real tribute was to come later—ano 


from those most competent to praise 


“Durer’s great contribution to art. Artists, 


come to Nuremberg from all parts of 
Germany, formed a’ monster torchlight 
procession and marched about the city 
in a spontaneous tribute—a _ tribute 
which did not end until they had sung 
their praise before his monument. 
During the summer months festiva, 
performances will be given of “Die 
Meistersinger von Nurnberg,” “The 
Nuremberg ®2g” and “Veit Stoss,” all ot 
which are written aga’tst a background

of the life and scenes of Durer’s time. 
And at intervals will be presented plays 
by a youth who was growing up in a 
cobbler’s shop while Durer was painting 
his most famous works—a youth who 
later gained renown as Hans Sachs, the 
greatest pcet and mastersinger of 
Nuremberg. Carnival cavalcades, jour- 
neymen dances and serenades will add to 
the festivities 

But the most significant event of all 
will be the loan exhibition of the works 
of Albrecht Durer. From all quarters of 
the world Nuremberg has gathered to- 
gether the greatest collection of the 
artist’s paintings, engravings, etchings 
and woodcuts ever assembled before, so 
that all who make the pilgrimage to his 
birthplace may see the broad scope of 
his art. Some of the works which wii) 
be shown are reproduced on these pages 

It is possible that in this exhibition 
will be included two recently discovered 
works of Durer which have just been 
purchased by Americans. One of them 
is a portrait of the great artist painted 
by himself, probably between the years 
1507 and 1510. It was discovered in 
Sweden some years ago by a Berlin art 
dealer. He took the canvas to Germany 
News of its Ciscovery leaked out and a 
lively international bidding was started 
which culminated in the sale of the por- 
trait, for 1,000,000 marks—about $250,000 
—to an American collector. Oddly 
enough, though Durer students were cer- 
tain that all of his works had long sinc2 
been accounted for, “The Holy Family,” 
ano®ier Durer, was unearthed about the 
same time in Spain by a well known 
connoisseur, Dr. Schabach. This paint- 
ing was recently sold to an American, for

an unnamed price, though it may be as- 
sumed that the figure approached that 
given for the self-portrait. 

Great as his paintings are, it is in his 
drawings, his efi®ravings and his wood- 
cuts that his greatest genius is shown. 
For Durer was a master of line. And 
after four hundred years he remains per- 
haps one of the greatest masters of 
line the world has produced. 

To-day his “study” of the two mar- 
velous clasped hands is still a model for 
the art student to imitate—for in this 
simple drawing Durer has attained such 
perfection of line and lineament as to 
stir the imagination and the emotions. 
This work will be found in almost every 
Child’s Primer in the Rudiments of 
Drawing. And it will usually be found 
in the studios of our greatest artists of 
to-day—an inspiration and a guide for 
their own masterpieces. 

It is the simplicity of the drawing in 
the case of the clasped hands—the per- 
fect art that conceals the perfect 
technique—which impresses the beholder. 
But one must turn to a complicated work 
like his “Melancholia” to study the 
diversity of his genius. Here is a picture 
filled with all the phantasmagoria of the 
beauty and pathos of life. The whole 
gamut of human emotion races across 
its multiplicity of lines in a composition 
that stirs the emotions and fires the 
imagination. 

Durer was in his prime at the dawn 
of Protestantism in Bavaria, and with 
characteristic Deldnmess he was one of 
the first to espouse the new cause. 
Martin Luther became one of his best 
friends. Thus we find in his best work 
a vivid explanation of Religion as it was

interpreted by the great Reformer and 
his followers. In his 
variously called “The Four Tempera- 
ments,” or “The Four Apostles,” is to 
be found a_ revelation. These four 
figures are labeled as the four Apostles, 
St. Peter, St. John, St. Paul and St. 
Mark, but they are really representative of 
something infinitely broader and deeper 
than that. They are the four tempera- 
ments that have carried forward all the 
great movements of the world; they 
might as well have been called the 
Prophets of the Old, Testament as. the 
Apostles of the New; Popes or Martyrs 
of the Church of Rome or. psalm-sing- 
ing zealots of the Reform movement. 
When we have contemplated the depth 
of meaning in the picture, then we 
may pass on to the glories of its colors, 
seemingly as bright to-day as they were 
400 years ago; to the draftsmanship, 
the composition, the light and shade: the 
depth, the tone, the poetry. 

“The Four Temperaments” is the prop- 
erty of the Alte Pinakothek Museum in 
Munich, where is to be found the most 
impressive array of Durer’s work in the 
world. His famous Self Portrait is there, 
with the portrait of his father which won 
him permission to study art. 

The Kaiser Friederich Museum in 
Berlin, although one.of--the youngest 
European galleries, possesses what is 
perhaps the most popular of all of 


Durer’s later works, the Snes 
Nyremberg patrician, Hieronymus Holz- 


schuher. 

It is these masterpieces and the others 
that are to be found in the other public 
galleries and museums of Germany—

dread events were detailed to the 
jury.

Sheriff Frank Sheldon iad solved 
his first murder cvxse. 

Hewitt willingly went over the 
scene and reenacied the double kill- 
ing. Then he was locked up in the 
jail at Jefferson, the county seat. He 
appeared to have little interest in 
what was happening. 

Early in April the trial started in 
Jefferson. Hewitt in the meantime 
had repudiated his confession. He 
sat stolidly in court, stlil exhibiting 
little interest in what was going on. 
Fred Brown, on the other hand, dis- 
played deep emotion at mention of his 
murdered son’s name. 

The accused boy was tried for the 
murder of little Fred, not fer the 
other killing, the state feeling there 
was more of a chance of gaining a 
first degree conviction in the second 
of the two crimes. Whatever tne de- 
fense might argue in respect to the 
killing of Mrs. Brown as to provoca- 
tion, could not be argued in respect 
to the killing of the child. That had 
been cold-blooded and deliterate. 

On the opening day of the trial 
the divorced parents of Floyd both 


appeared in court to do what they 
might for the child they had borne. 
The mother sobbed frequently as the

In cases involving youthful mur- 
derers, Justice is usually embuar- 
barrassed by sentimentalists. But for 
Hewitt there was but little sympathy. 
Every effort to save him from the 
chair was bitterly contested. Indeed, 
Governor Vic Donahey was swamped 
with petitions to hold firm and see 
that justice was done. 

Apart from these petitions, there 
was another force 2° work. It fre- 
quently happens that murderers win 


their way out of the death house due 
to the fact that there is no active 
enemy in the field against them. In_ 
this case there was one person fight- 
ing tooth and nail against any form 
of clemency. That person was Fred 
Brown.

And now, while Hewitt awaited 
Justice in the death house, another 
slaver strode on the stage in Ohio— 
George Remus, the bootleg king, the 
one-time Chicago lawyer who had 
amassed millions in his vast business.

Deliberately he went forth to kill 
his wife and he killed her. He claim- 


‘ed that she had squandered and stolen 


his fortune while he served time in 
Atlanta federal penitentiary, and that 
she had given herself to another man 
in his absence. She had, in fact, drive 
en him crazy, he said. 


Justice agreed with Remus. Jus- 
tice allowed him to make a farce of 
his trial. He took an active and the- 
atrical part in his own defense, sum- 
moned all sorts of witnesses to say 


that he had at various times behaved 
like a crazy man, and in the end won 
a verdict of acquittal because of in- 
Sanity. 

It is said. that it is only a question 
of months before Remus will win his 
way out of the asylum. 

In the meanwhile the fight went 
on in behalf of Floyd Hewitt. Two 
days after the sentimental Remus jury 
ended its brief deliberations with a 
Christmas present to its idol in the 
dock, the state supreme court refused 
to review the Hewitt case and set 
January 6 for the execution. 

Final appeals to the governor faile 
ed. As the hour approached, Brown 
pleaded with the governor to be ale 
lowed to throw the switch in the 
death house of the state penitentiary 
at Columbus. When that was denied, 
he asked to be allowed to witness the 
execution, so that he might go to the 
graves of his wife and child and say 
that he had seen Justice avenge their 
murders. 

When. this plea, too, was denied, 
Brown got as close to the scene as 
possible, outside the prison walls. 

Shortly after 7 o’clock on the evee 
ning of January 6, Hewitt, still emoe 
tionless and silent, was led to the 
death chamber. He gave a startied 
look at the witnesses but still said 
nothing. And so he die?.

for most of his work remains in his 
native land—which have been vath- 
ered together for the great exhi ition 
at Nuremberg. From gaileries in 
other capitals of the world other orig- 
inals have gone back to Nuremberg. 

Back to Nuremberg, where they 
were created more than four hundred 
years ago, have traveled these master- 

hack to a 
Nuremberg that has changed but litle 
since the great artist was working 
there. 

Leaving the bustling railway station 
behind, you soon find yourself passing 
through huge walls surmounted by 
picturesque turrets—exactly as they 
were in Durer’s day. A fairly modern 
city street stretches ahead for a while, 
but in another minute you dip down a 

hill-and cross an old bridge—a bridge 
~™“that leads straight back to the Middle 
Agés!" . 

A sea of sagging réd- tiled roofs is 
undulating about you; here is*the old 
Goose Market in a square that is more 
delightful than any fairy tale or Mid- 
dle Ages romance, because it is real! 
You drink from the famous Goose- 
boy fountain—filled with the waters 
of romance. Tiny shop windows 
loaded with ginger-bread in quaint 
figures of medieval pattern, drunken 
potbellied houses dancing round you 
on every side. You pass the house of 
Hans Sachs, the hero of ‘Die Meister- 
singer’’—it is the same house you saw 
in the opera and you fancy you can 
hear the strains of Wagner’s wonder- 
ful Song of the Mastersinger. 

And at length you come to the 
house that Albrecht Durer bought for 
himself when he had become famous, 


though still a young man. You look 


up at the leaded-glass windows on the 
second floor where he used to work. 
What a house! Foursquare like a 
ereat galleon that has weathered the 
winds and storms of time for four cen- 
turies and a little gnarled and bent 
from the superhuman effort. 

Then Durer’s life passes in review. 
Twenty-one years before Columbus 
discovered America the great artist 
was born in Nuremberg, one of eight- 
een children of a poor Hungarian 
goldsmith. Little Albrecht, at nine, 
went to work in his father’s shop to 
help support the huge family. 

While other children were playing 
in the streets Albrecht worked with his 
father and drew _ pictures—pictures 
that had the magic quality of coming 
to life. One day the child summoned 


his courage and told his father he, 


would like to become an artist. He 
was sent to bed. 

Two years went by—two years 
filled with drawing—and Albrecht 
again went to his father. This time 
he took a portrait he had made of his 
father to show that his drawings really 
did come to life. 

The older Durer saw he had made 
a mistake. He took his son to the 


greatest artist in Nuremberg, Michael 


Wohlgemut, to whom young Durer 
remained ‘‘bound out’’ until he was 
eighteen. But in later years Wohlge- 
mut said that Albrecht Durer never 
surpassed in technique the portrait of 
his father which he had made as a 
child prodigy. 

Five years later, when Durer was 
twenty-three, he married the daughter 
of one of the great citizens of the 
town, Agnes Frei. They went to Italy 
for a few years and upon their return

- For 
Agnes Frei was never the woman a 
Sensitive artist should have married. 
She cared only for the money her 
talented husband could earn, se she 
nagged him constantly to work hard- 
er, and drove his cronies from the 
house so they could not interfere with 
the volume of his production. 

Upstairs in the living quarters of 
the old house you will-find the work- 
shop with many of the master’s tools 
and paraphernalia still lying about ap- 
parently just as he left them. And, 
too, you will see many cunning in- 
ventions of the great artist for eluding 
his scolding wife. | 

When Durer died in his prime, not 
vet fifty-seven years old, his mest in- 
timate friend, Pirkheimer, wrote bit- 
terly accusing Frau Agnes of contrib- 
uting largely to that untoward event: 
‘She gnawed into his heart and gave 
him no peace night and day.” 

None but a great soul could have 


borne up under such a sorrow. Know- 
ing such details of his life, we can 


better understand the-poignant appeal 
to be found in such compositions as 
“Melancholia”? and the stern realities 
of life frowning at us from “The Four 
Temperaments.” 

For a clear vision of the soul of Al- 
brecht Durer we have but to look ‘nto 
the searching eyes of his own self- 
portrait which, because of its ‘‘Man of 
Sorrows” aspect and other points of

among them. One hundred years 
later ““The Four Temperaments”’ was 
sold to Munich. And as late as 1884 
his native city sold “The Holzschuher 
Portrait” to Berlin for $75,000.
